Concern spread through the 
Coffee County community near 
the intersection of Alabama 
Highway 134 and County roads 
545 and 603 last week after a 
two-vehicle car —_ accident 
claimed the life of one county 
resident and injured two others. 

According to Alabama State 
‘Troopers, a two-vehicle acci- 
dent occurred at the intersection 
around 12:30 p.m. Tuesday, 
April 19, when a vehicle driven 
by Billy Samuel Pulliam, age 
18, of Elba collided with a vehi- 
cle driven by’ Margie Reeves 
Windham, age 75,: of Elba. 
Pulliam was injured and 
Windham Was seriously injured; 
however, a 
Windham’s vehicle was fatally 
injured. 

Evelyn Purvis, age 78, of 
New Brockton, died as a result 
of injuries. she sustained from 
the accident.

Now is the time to | 
catch spawning 
crappie 


If you aré @ dédicated turkey hunter as well as an avid crappie 
fisherman, you have a dilemma. The gobblers have really begun to 
sound off eyery morning and the crappie are spawning. 

Crappie began to spawn in March and will continue to spawn into 
April, depending on the rise and fall of water temperature, A buddy 
and-1 found:a hungry school at a friend’s farm pond last week that 
has inadvertently become stocked with crappie. This is not anideal 
situation as small ponds quickly become out of balance when crap- 
pie are introduced, 

Crappie tend to congregate or school with other crappie of simi- 
lar size, We were into a school consisting of smaller fish, but we did 
catch several of good eating size. They were hitting live minnows 
and a white jig with a pink body. We tried several other colors but 
they only had the hots for the white and pink combination. 

Since a school of crappie is made up of fish of similar size, this

pie’s instincts tell her itis time to spawa. Spawning for a particular 
size group may last a few days to a week, but it is soon over. This 
does not mean the fishing is over, though as other size class fish will 
be moving in to spawn. Also, the male crappie will hang around for 
two or three. weéks to guard the eggs and small fry. 

For those who don't want to be bothered with the smaller fish, 
baiting with large minnows or using large jigs will reduce the num- 
ber of strikes by smaller crappie. After the spawn is in full swing, 
crappie can be caught on small popping plugs and small crank baits 
like the Rebel Crickhopper. Jigs with curly tails for added action are 
also deadly. It’s a good ideal to have a variety of colors in the same 
jig pattern, as they can be mighty finicky about color at times. 

Crappie fishing is similar to bluegill fishing when it comes to 
equipment. — It's heard to beat a 12-foot pole with a float, line and 
sinker, and hook baited with a minnow, Long rods and micro to 
medium sized spinning reels will enable one to get-a little more dis- 
tance, which is sometimes needed if fishing from the bank, 

As far as deciding whethe¥ to turkey hunt or fish, a dedicated 
sportsperson can do both. We didn’t start catching crappie last week 
until 10:00 A.M, Why that even gives you time to have breakfast 
between an early morning turkey hunt and a late morning fishing 
trip.

Strickland had been 
employed by the Alabama 
Department of Public 


Department of Public, Health’s 
Home Service Program in Dale 
County, responsible: for provid- 
ing home: services to a number 
of elderly and shut-in clients. 
From: October 2003. through 
June 2004, Strickland falsified 
46 daily service reports; claim- 
ing to have performed 111 hours 
of home services for 8 clients, 
thereby obtaining $671.55 in 
pay to which she was no enti- 
tled,

“As. Attorney General, my 
foremost commitment is to pro- 
tect the most vulnerable mem- 
bers of our society, and to vigor- 
ously prosecute those who 
would prey upon them,” said 
Attorney $e King. “This 
defendant vas @ntrusted with 
the care of the elderly and sick, 
and she exploited that trust at 
the expense of her employer and

After accepting Strickland’s 
guilty plea, Judge Quattlebaum 
sentenced het one year and one 
day imprisonment, which was 
suspended for two years super- 
vised probation. Strickland was 
also ordered to make restitution 
to the Department of Public 
Health. 
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
